law; that on the oceasion of his arrest on 
the 14th September, 1927, the defendant 
Stapleton published of him the words: “ There 
is a warrant for your arrest in the Civic 
Guard barracks at Tralee and the charge 1s 
one of incitement to murder”; and that the 
defendants conspired to injure him and to 
prevent him from carrying on his eceupation 
as an organiser and speaker during the general 
elections which were then being held. 

The defendants denied all the allegations 
made against tt..m by the plaintiff. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., Mr. Hector 
Hughes, R.C, and Mr. Conor Maguire 
(instructed by Mr. Daniel J. Browne) appeared 
for the plaintiff; Mr. Lynch, R.C., Mr. 
Fitzgerald, K.C.. and Mr. T. A. Finlay 
(instrueted by Mr. Henry B. O'Hanlon) for 
the defendants, McNulty, O'Reilly and 
Stapleton; and Mr. Reardon, K.C,, and Mr. 
Binchy finstrucied by Mr, Terence J. Liston) 
for the defendant Kirby. 

When the pleadings had been opened, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that a matter 
thaí occurred to him on the pleadings waa 
that :he plaintiff was claiming damages for 
more causes of action than one, and ws 
claiming a bulk sum for damages. He cout 
not claim one lump sum on several causes of 
action. 

Mr. O'Connor applied fer leave to amend 
his statemeut of claim as to .claim £250 
damayes in respect of each of the lour 
separate allegations in the statement of claim. 
Mr. Lynch, objecting, said that the state- 
ment of claim evidently had been very care- 
fully considered, and the action was framed 
altogether on conspiracy. He suggested that 
the application was entirely without pre- 
cedent and contrary to every authority where 
such a matter had been considered. 

Mr. O'Connor intimated that he would 
proceed with the action for £1,000 damages 
against the four defendants for conspiracy. 
UNSEL’S STATEMENT. 

Stating the ease for the plaintiff, Mr. 
O'Connor said that his client was the 
secretary of the Irish Fishermen's Associa- 
tion, and had been organiser for Fianna Fail 
in the general election of 1927. He went to 
County Kerry as organiser for Fianna Fail, 
and on the 15th September, 1927, he went to 
Knocknagoshel to hold a meeting in further- 
ance of the political party for whom he was 
acting. The Civic Guards, acting under the 
direction of Superintendent McNulty, began 
to create an atmosphere in im An 8 
by sending four og ig of Civic Guards to 
seize the motor car of Father Galvin, the 
chairman of the meeting, because he had not 
aid his road tax. Before Mr. Tuohy, who 
iad been in the R.1.C. for three years, had 
been speaking for more than five minutes, a 
C.I.D. man named Lavery shouted, “ Up the 
R.LC.’’: an allusion ta Mr. Tuohy’s past. 
Lavery was joined in his interruption by no 
less a person than Superintendent McNulty. 
Mr. Tuohy, when he recognised .the superin- 
tendent, said: “ There is my friend, Superin- 
tendent McNulty: this is a nice way he is 
keeping the peace.’’ 

At a meeting later on that night; in Castle- 
island, pecans, Sr counsel, Mr. Tuohy, when 
his turn came to speak, described in detail 
what. had happened at Knocknagoshel, and 
he alluded to it also at a meeting at Dingle 
on the following day, and again at another 
meeting. This constant reference to Super- 
intendent MeNulty was very annoying to the 
superintendent, and the plaintiff's case was 
that Superintendent McNulty made up his 
mind that he would land Mr. Tuohy by the 
heels in prison and keep him there until the 
election was over, 

On the night of the 14th September, said 
counsel, the defendant Stapleton was an in- 


terrupter. Mr. Tuohy then said: “ That is 
my friend, Sergeant Stapleton, of the 
C + @ nice specimen of police im- 


partiality.’ Stapleton and several C.I.D. 
men rushed across and seized Tuohy. Mr. 
Tuohy asked why he was being seized, and 
Stapleton replied: ‘‘ The charge is incitement 
to murder, and the warrant is in the 
barracks. ”’ Tuohy was dragged away, 
brought to the barracks, and was driven to 
Tralee. Mr. Tuohy was not allowed to see a 
solicitor nor to communicate with the Fianna 
Fail people, and Stapleton said to him: “It 
does not matter a damn anyway: you will find 
out very quick, my boy, that we are the only 
people that count.’’ : 
Mr. O'Connor went on to refer to a charge 
brought against the plaintiff of having ac- 
cused Superintendent McNulty of an offence 
punishable by law, and to the plaintiff's being 
imprisoned in Limerick Jail, and said that on 
the 20th September an order came to the 
Governor of the Prison from the Minister for 
Justice ordering Mr. Tuohy’s discharge. 
PLAINTIFF GROSS-EXAMINED. 
The plaintiff was then examined and gave 
evidence supporting the statement of his 
counsel. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, he denied 
that at the meeting at Knocknagoshel he re- 
ferred to Superintendent McNulty as “ This 
young puppy, McNulty. 
Mr. Lynch—You did not refer to him as 
“This young puppy to whom is entrusted the 
enforcement of the Public Safety Act *’ t—I 
said the Jatter part. Undoubtedly, I said he 
was entrusted with the enforcement of the 
powers of the Public Safety Act, as an officer 
of the Guard. 
Off the platform?—Yes. 
Did one of your speakers, speaking from 
the platform, refer to the Civic Guard as

The case of Ebenezer Shackleton, trading 
as KE. Shackleton and Sons, Barrow Mills, 
Carlow, against the Irish Sugar Manufactur- 
ing Company, Ltd., was listed jor judgment. 
This was a idInotion for the sequestration 
of the personal estate and of the rents and 
profits of the real estate of the defendant 
company for alleged wilful disobedience of 
an injunction granted at the trial of the 
action, restraining them from discharging or 
allowing to escape from their lands any 
noxious effluent or foreign matter into the 
river Barrow, so as to injure or limit the 
working of the plaintiff’s mill. 

Mr. Suntive Meredith, having referred to 
the nature of the injunction and to the affi- 
davits that had been filed, said that he was 
inclined to think that conditions, instead of 
being worse, had materially improved. The 
defendants had gone to egpsiderable expense 
in attempting to comply With his order, an 
he would certainly not grant the application 
for a commission of uestration until he 
had obtained more reliable information as to 
the precise state of affairs that prevailed. 
This further information would not, in his 
opinion, be afforded by adding to the heap of 
affidavits that already had been piled up by 
the parties themselves, The hearing of the 
action took several days, and a mass of con- 
tradictory expert evidence was produced. 
Then there was a motion last term, and this 
métion was brought when there was more 
difference of opinion on the part of experts. 
He was determined to-put an end to this 
costly procedure for both parties by having 
recourse to the power given to the Court by 
Order 50, Rule 4 and appointing an indepen- 
dent engineer to make an ins ion and give 
him a report that would enable him to form 
a clear view of the extent to which the 
order of ‘the Court was being disobeyed, if at 
all.

MC osse's Gardens. 


Apropos of the Rotunda Hospital 
appeal it is of interest to recall some 
sources of revenue that helped the 
hospital in its early years.. Dr. 
Bartholomew Mosse took the lease of “a 
piece of waste ground with a pool in the 
hollow, and a few cabins on the slope,’’ 
and, “‘ at the risk of his whole fortune,’’ 
started to build his hospital. The 
surrounding grounds he converted into a 
beautiful garden, and, following the vogue 
of Vauxhall and Ranelagh in London, it 
became the fashionable resort of Dublin 
society prior to the Act of Union. Lord 
Cloncurry, in his recollections, tells us 
that ‘‘a third of the members of both 
Houses of Parliament’’ were to be seen 
here frequently on Sunday evenings with 
all the well-known people of rank and 
fashion. The dress of the period being 
colourful and picturesque, the promenades 
were very brilliant. 

The general public paid to be amongst 
the gay throng, and since the admission 
fee of 5d. per head went to the upkeep of 
the hospital, it benefited to the extent of 
about £1,000 a year, which represented 
a goodly sum at that period. 


Revenue from Light. 


When the Gardens became a fashion 
centre of Dublin the Georgian mansions 
of Rutland square began to be erected. 
The hospital then derived an income fromm 
the private lighting arrangements of the 
houses around the square. The sum of 
£1 14s. was paid for each hall-door 
lamp, and, as there was no house with 
less than two, many with three, and four 
on Lord Charlemont’s, a considerable sum 
was assured yearly. Besides this, the 
wall around the Gardens was later 
removed and repiaced by a _ railing 
“thickly set with lamps,’ and for these 
each householder contributed at the rate 
of one and-ninepence per foot, according 
to the extent of his frontage. So the 
sniallest house in the square contributed 
£5 per annum to the upkeep of the 
hospital, and the lamp tax on Charlemont 
House amounted to sixteen guineas. 

A few days ago, as I was walking 
around the square, thinking of its former 
glory, I observed that at almost every 
house the old sockets still remain, but I 
did not see more than two sets of the lamp- 
holders—one on the Western side now 
converted for modern light, and tne other 
outside a house on the Northern side, a 
genuine antique, with its supports for the 
old oil lamps that burned there in other 
days. : 


Grapefruit. 


On the breakfast tables in a hotel, 
where I was staying the other day, were 
cards asking the guests to write down 
their favourite dish—I wonder how many, 
except myself, wrote grapefruit ? 

Americans, many years ago, learned to 
appreciate the flavour of grapefruit, and 
to know its value as a first course for 
breakfast; whereas in Ireland it is only 
within the past few years it was even on 
sale in the shops, and is still not 
mentioned on the hotel menus, except 
sometimes when it is stated it can be had 
at an extra charge. This is a pity, as it 
is really a cheap fruit, and looks very 
attractive when served at table in the 
i! special glasses made to hold them. In 
Grafton street I saw grapefruit marked 
4d. each, but I hear they are selling in 
London at two for 34d. at present. 

According to a recent report from the 
Empire Marketing Board, over 36 millions 
grapefruit are now sold annually in Eng- 
land, compared with two millions in 1921. 
It is rather amusing to remember that 
only 25 years ago grapefruit were 
described in an article as “fruit little 
known”’ in England, and were sold to the 
few people who would buy them at $d. 
each.

BELFAST, Monday. 

“ES first meeting oí the Belfast Corpo- 

gation under the ency of the 
new Mayor, while not altogether a model 
for debate, gives promise of a better 
appreciation by the members of their 
municipal duty than has been the case for 
some time past. Of course, there are 
always the noisy ones, but even the most 
clamorous seemed to be somewhat sub- 
dued on this occasion, with the result that 
the business was got through both 
efficiently and expeditiously. As a matter 
of fact, the ratepayers are beginning to 
take an interest in the doings of their 
representatives and resent the Council 
Chamber’s conversion into an arena 
for spectacular strife in which the affairs 
of the city have but little concern. 

Sir William Coates enjoys the con- 
fidence of the general public and he can 
rely upon widespread support in any 
rulings that he may give, or in the 
reforms which will be introduced during 
the next few months. Even without a 
Parliamentary bill, there are many things 
which the Corporation can do to improve 
the administration of the city, and if all 
work together with that object in view 
and sink petty differences and the strain- 
ing after personal kudos, there will be no 
need for Commissioners. 


CITY OF GREAT TRADITIONS 


Belfast is a great city with splendid 
traditions ; its development within half a 
century is a romance of industry and 
successful endeavour which has been 
rarely equalled, and under wise govern- 
ment it should regain its high position 
among the chief cities of the Empire. It 
already leads in its municipal gas and 
electricity undertakings, and in its 
numerous public parks and spacious play- 
ing centres it has shown due regard for 
the physical welfare of its inhabitants. 
Moreover, notwithstanding the abuses 
revealed by the housing scandal inquiry, 
it must be admitted that the Corporation 
has effected a great improvement in the 
social conditions of the working classes, 
over two thousand dwellings having been 
built, while several hundred others are in 
course of erection. Of these, only about 
thirty houses are vacant, and a thousand 
— are still on the waiting list. 

Another praiseworthy scheme  intro- 
duced by the Corporation is the establish- 
ment of school libraries. They were 
inaugurated last year, and during the 
twelve months over 12,000 volumes were 
issued to the children, while the books 
were also used in class by the teachers.

A PRINCE OF U! STER? 


At the conclusion of an interesting 
address dealing with ancient Ulster, 
which was given by Mr. J. R. Fisher to 
the members of the Ulster Association in 
London a few days ago, the gifted author 
was responsible for a pretty conceit which 
should appeal to the imagination of our 
Northern friends. Mr. Fisher traced the 
history of Ireland and dealt specially with 
the founders of modern Ulster, iii 
to de Courcy and Walter de Burgh.

Ulster is now divided 
up, torn asunder, two-thirds of the pro- 
vince being in Northern Ireland, while 
the other third is in the Free State, and, 
paradoxically enough, it is possible to 
stand in a certain part of Northern Ire- 
land and, gazing in a northerly direction, 
look into Southern Ireland, where the 
blue hills of Donegal rise mistily into the 
skies. This is a geographical curiosity, 
due to an unnatural border line.

A HELPFUL MINIS'RY. 


It has been said that, even if it were 
only for the operations of the Ministry 
of Agriculture, the Northern Government 
has justified its existence, and there 1s a 
good deal in that contention. The 
Ministry over which Sir Edward Archdale 
presides so efficiently is not spectacular 
in its work, but it has been the means of 
introducing many valuable improvements 
in the farming industry. Apart altogether 
from live-stock and the heavier side of 
agriculture, the standard of butter and 
eggs has been raised with gratifying 
results in increased demand and enhanced 
prices in the British market, and now the 
prolific and profitable potato is to take on 
an increased glory. 

The Northern Ireland Marketing of 
Potatoes Act has just come into forces, the 
object of the measure being to ensure that 
the tubers will be properly presented in 
the British market in order that they may 
come into line with other guaranteed pro- 
ducts. The Ministry has warned farmers, 
merchants and others concerned in the 
potato trade as to the necessity of comply- 
ing with the terms of the Act in the way 
of securing certificates and _ licences, 
and to see that the potatoes are supplied 
sound, properly cenit of good quality, 
and reasonably clean. It is hoped by 
these measures that the export business 
will be largely increased, and that the 
Irish product will be able to hold its own 
and more with the potatoes exported to 
England by continental growers. Measures 
similar to these have always met with 
opposition in the beginning, but in the 
long run they have shown their value in 
the increased welfare of the industry. 


SURPRISING FIGURES. 


Some surprising figures in refererce to 
the motor trade in Northern Ireland were 
quoted during the week-end in Belfast at 
the annual dinner of the Ulster Division 
of the Motor Trade Association and the 
Motor Agents’ Association. Captain 
S. J. C. Hutchinson, J.P., pointed out 
that there are about 15,000 persons em- 
ployed in the trade in the province, while 
the total imports through Belfast last 
year amounted to £1,100,000, of which 
private cars accounted for £850,000, and 
commercial vehicles £250,000. Such a 
trade, said Captain Hutchinson, is of 
value both to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, and should be encouraged rather 
than restrained. Commenting upon the 
fact that the Prime Minister, the Minister 
of Home Affairs, the Minister of Labour, 
and the Minister of Commerce had sent 
apologies for non-attendance, Captain 
Hutchinson said that he felt disappointed 
that their industry should have fallen so 
flat in the opinion of their Government.

PROTEST OF WATERFORD 
GROWERS. 


THE FACTORY’S OFFER 
REJECTED,

Within the 
last three years the subsidy was 10s. 
per acre, or about £3 6s. 8d. per ton for 
Leet That represented the remuneration 
that the company received towards the cost 
of production, which worked out at some 
thing like 14s. per ton free to the factory, 
.o that the factory in Carlow, as well as 
having the subsidy, received practically 14s. 
free, which no other factory in Europe got 

If the beet-growers now accepted 48. 4a 
tun, it would mean that the factory would 
eveutually receive 16s. per ton, plus the beet 
free. Do you think, he asked, thet any 
industry can carry on under such conditions? 
When the Government made the agreement 
with the company, no doubt they thought 
that they were conferring a boon on the 
acriculturist, who was the worst hit man of 
any. When the factory was started they 
cave the beet-growers 54s. a ton, and the 
growers were more or less satisfied. Even 
then their profit was very small. By the 
time the beet arrived at the factory the 
pice worked out at about 37s. per ton. To 
say that the average crop to the acre would 
be 9) tons was an exaggeration. 

LOSSES IN E CROP. 

They were told there was no danger of 
losing the crop. That was not so. In his 
district five to ten per cent. of the crop 
jad been a total failure this year This was 
a golden opportunity to fix the price of 
beet, and he appealed to all to stand together. 

Col. Fagan, Leix, said that in a way he 
vas sorry to see that the gathering was com- 
prised of comparatively prosperous and in- 
telligent farmers. The people whom the 
wanted to get in were the half ‘‘ down-and- 
outers,’ and the ignorant smal) farmer. He 
was quite sure that no one preseut would be 
sulled by the promises mede by the factory 
vepresentatives and agents who came alo 
tu the small man with offers o 
loans of seeds and manures for 
nine or ten months, and an advance of 
£5 per acre over the barren period. That 
vas a terrible temptation to the small man, 
who was down and out, and people who were 
not quick-witted fell into the trap. 

Until the small man harvested the crop 
and sent it to the factory he lived on credit 
on the shopkeepers and co-operative societies, 
aid when the bills began to fall in he eaid: 

Oh' it’s all right; I will be getting a bi 
‘heque from the sugar factory.” He expecte 
£24 or £25 per acre, but the actual credit he 
sot would be about £19. Out of this he 
vould have to pay back the £5 advanced, 
£4 for manure, for railway freight and £1 
tor odds and ends. If he got more than £7 
per acre it would be astonishing. In working 
out the costings, the beet-growers’ executive 
had calculated 27s. in his district at least 
for labour per week, which worked out at £10 
o £11 per acre. At the price the factory 
weve. offering it meant paying only £4 or £5 
per acre. 

He had put the point to the manager of 
the factory, and the latter said that it was 
not the big farmer they wanted, but the small 
man, who did the labour himself to help his 
family. That meant making a sweated in- 
dustry in the country. The small farmer did 
not realise what he was doing, and those 
piesent should explain the danger to all men 
n their vespective districts, Price was an 
inportant issue, but the biggest issue of all 
was the question of co-operation. 

Mr. Shanahan, Portlaw, complained that 
the company’s canvasser had stated to small 
farmers that two members of the Association 
had sicned a contract. That was denied by 
the two members in question at the meeting. 

A resolution was unanimously passed re- 
jecting the factory's offer of . per acre, 
nd leaving the fixing of the price in the 
bands of the Exécutive.

(1) to take over the Corporation 's liabili- 
ties on the municipal "bus account, estimated 
at £4,000, ‘this amount to be paid in five 
be instalments within the next five years— 
£ a year. 

(2: To acquire the Corporation ‘buses at 
their, market value. 

(5) To share equally with the Corporation 
the net profits from year to year, ascertained 
on an accountancy basis. 

(4) To take over the Corporation "bus staff. 

(5) To have a lease of the city streets for 
the purposes of the services for a period of 
twenty years, with the option of discontinu- 
ing them at the end of ten years, on giving 
twelve months’ notice to the Corporation. - 

After a long discussion, it was moved by 
Alderman Mooney, and seconded by Coun- 
cillor Sir Basil McFarland, that, having heard 
the report of the Committee, the Council, in 
the event of Messrs. Catherwood, Ltd., 
accepting the terms and conditions therein 
contained, will be prepared to execute the 
lease of the undertaking, and direct the 
Town Clerk to take all necessary steps in 
this connection. Also that the sub-committee

Britain’s Genera] Election. 


Although no date has been announced 
yet, it is fairly certain that the general 
election in Great Britain will be held 
either at the end of next. May or at the 
beginning of June. All three parties are 
feverish preparations -for. the 
struggle. Conservatives, Liberals and 
Socialists alike realise that far more than 
the immediate issue is at stake; for the 
result of the coming election will be likely 
to determine the course of British politics 
for many a year to come. After the war, 
Conservatism, as a distinctive political 
creed, seemed to have had its day. The 
Lloyd George Coalition was returned to 
power after the general election of 1918 
in such numbers as to encourage its 
leader’s hope that the House of Commons 
in future would be composed of two main 
parties—the Conservative-Liberal Coali- 
tion and the Labour Party. After the 
Irish settlement of 1921, however, the pure 
Conservatives in the Coalition began to 
become restive. They saw that their party 
was on the verge of destruction, and at 
the historic meeting in the Carlton Club 
they decided that henceforward Conserva- 
tives and Liberals must stand on their 
own legs. The Bonar Law Cabinet was 
formed after the general election of 1922. 
Its leader died, and Mr. Stanley Baldwin 
succeeded him, only to go out of office in 
the following year. The general election of 
1923 resulted in a stale-mate, as a result 
of which Mr. Ramsay Macdonald took 
office; but the 
Campbell case, coupled with the famous 
Zinovieff letter, forced the Socialist 
Premier to go to the country. Mr. Baldwin 
came back to power at the head of a Con- 
servative Government with the enormous 
majority of 225 seats. 

The Conservative Government has been 
in power since the end of 1924, and its 
unprecedented majority has given it com- 
plete freedom of action. Its term of office 
has been marked by many important 
events, notably the general strike of 1926; 
and, on the whole, it has done its work 
quietly and well. Its foreign policy las

Herr Artur Schnabel, the pianist of the 
occasion, hails from Vienna, and, with the 
sole exception of the Schumann imesasgan, 
the works that he played were products o 
the great Vienna period in music. Beethoven 
and Schubert music constituted the bulk, but 
a sonata that belongs to Mozart’s Vienna 
period was admitted. Bag 

Such programmes gave no opportunity for 
the kind of display that is expected of con- 
cert pianists as a rule: Herr Schnabel pre- 
ferred the display of bravery in presenting 
programmes limited to serious and solid 
works. The Schubert Impromptus are not 
exactly heavy, but they are not showy In the 
modern pianistic way ; in those, and again in 
the Schubert sonata, which, though pleasant, 
is an extensive work, the interest lies in 
the musical subject matter rather than in 
possibilities of pianistic display. The two 
big Beethoven works, of course, are fearfully 
serious. 

The pianist had, therefore, no chance of 
earning credit for graces of execution. That 
he does not care much to cultivate graces 
was indicated by his treatment of the Mozart 
sonata, which was made to seem a more im- 
portant affair than its composer, probably, 
ever expected it to sound. 

Schnabel, however, must be considered as 
resting his reputation on the sound pre- 
sentation of the larger pianoforte works of 


de 


Beethoven. Of his interpretation of the 
sonata in the afternoon—the op. 111, 
which belongs to the set of three 


big sonatas of Beethoven’s last period—I 
cannot write; I was more anxious to hear 
the night performance of the “' Diabelli ”’ 
Variations, a still later and larger work than 
the sonata. 

The pianist showed a fine grasp of this 
big work, which, apart from its technical 
demands, calls for unflagging power in the 
performer to hold and intensify the interest 
of the audience to the end. There is power, 
of course, in the music itself, but it 

oes to loss if the performer be not worthy. 
Schnabel proved himself equal to the great 
task in every way. He has no mannerisms, 
and does not strive for a fine polishing of 
phrases and runs; but his style matches the 
rugged power of Beethoven’s music. 

is particular example of Beethoven's 
music. represents the composer’s formal re- 
turn, after a long interval, to the writing of 
Variation-series.. At about the same period 
he was using variations extensively, but only 
by the way—as movements in the course of 
sonatas, quartets, and even a symphony. 
What, one wonders, prodded him to furnish 
this overpowering proof of his mastery of the 
variation-form? ‘The theme, an almost idiotic 
little waltz tune, lumberingly harmonised, 
can not have been an inspiration: rather was 
it a provocation to the display of skill in the 
manipulation of its gawkiness to the uses of 
the variation-form. 

The performance was most instructive to 
those of us who feel that Beethoven in his 
last years presents the most intriguing study 
in character and art. A large audience re- 
mained to hear the performance and sat 
through it. Alas! on such occasions, how- 
ever seized one may be with the artistic 
import of the music, the peculiar hardness of 
the seats in the Ballsbridge hall is apt to 
intrude itee§f on one’s attention. Something 
is wrong in the Wesign of the seats. They 
are most uncomfortable; half the people who 
attend these recitals complain openly, and 
the rest fidget in silence. There will be a 
revolt of the musical members of the Society 
if no change has been effected by the opening 
of next season.

DISPUTE AT OXFORD. 


QUESTION OF FEUDAL DUES. 


A piquant situation has arisen at ‘Oxford 
over the question whether Merton College 
will distrain on some property at Chalzrove, 
Oxfordshire, belonging to Magdalen College, 
on account of some feudal dues which Merton 
alleges are owing by Maydalen. 
The dispute is given additional interest by 
the recent election of Prof®ssor George 
Gordon, of Merton College as President of 
Magdalen. 
As far back as 1517 an agreement was 
made between the two colleges, by which, in 
return for a licence enabling them to acquire 
certain Jands in Chalgrove, Magdalen under- 
took for all time, on the election of a new 
President, to do fealty for the lands and te 
pay the sum of 16s.

THE KING’S PROGRESS. 
——T——

The bulletin issued from Buckingham 
Palace this morning, the first since last 
Wednesday, followed upon a long medi-a| 
conference, Dr. Howitt and Dr. Wood, tig 
light-ray experts, having spent half ay 
hour in consideration as to the reaction 
of the patient to the rays treatment up 
to date. As a result of the conference jt 
was decided tó introduce a light treatment 
as well as that of the ultra-violet rays, 
The bulletin to-day was quite satisfac. 
tory; for it reported that the King was 
able to sit up om Saturday and Sunday 
for a short time, while itlhas been up. 
officially stated that he was able to sit at a 
window yesterday and enjoy the bright 
sunshine. The term luminous rays, used] 
in the bulletin, is not one in genera! y..- 
but it is understood that the rays are a 
reproduction of natural sunlight, and hays 
a similar effect to a mild sun bath. “Tha 
luminous ray is produced from a carbón 
arc lamp which yields light and heat. and, 
to a less extent than the mercury \apour 
lamp, ultra-violet rays as well. 


The Ambulance Car. 


The ambulance car in which the King 
may be taken to Bognor was at Bucki 
ham Palace this morning for inspection, 
It resembles an ordinary car and looks 
quite unlike an ambulance. Several ‘of 
the staff in attendance on the King viewe: 
it, special consideration being paid to iive 


suitability of the arrangements ‘for carry. 
ing the patient in a recumbent position. 
Following upon some discussion, aud in 


order to secure a real test, several persons 
entered the car. and it was taken on a 
trial run to Bognor. It is thought that 
the final decision whether the King will 
travel by road or rail will be made as a 
result of the test. 


The Prince of Wales. 


The Prince of Wales will represent the 
King to-morrow when he is to receive a 
number of important people at York 
House, including several officials and 
public servants who are either taking up 
new appointments or relinquishing such, 
and who in the normal course would be 
received by the King at Buckingham 
Palace. The reception of these officials 
to-morrow is equivalent to a reception by 
the King. The Prince will be present at 
Buckingham Palace on Wednesday, when 
the Councillors of State will hold a meet- 
ing of the Privy Council during the :morn- 
ing. The rumours as to an early visit of 
the Prince to the coalfields in Sonth 
Wales are not confirmed, and it is und 
stood that at present the Prince has ne 
plans in this connection. 


The Government's Majority. 


In the Lobby of the House of Commons 
this afternoon members were discussing 
the rebuke conveyed to absentees in Mr. 
Baldwin's letter. On Friday last mo fewer 
than one hundred members were missing 
from their places, and it was agreed that 
it was not fair to place the Government 
in a position of difficulty, if not danger. 
At the same time it is obvious that 
members of all parties are deeply con- 
cerned in regard to their ition in their 
constituencies, and are making all possible 
efforts to obtain leave from their: parlia- 
mentary duties. This absence from the 
House of Commons is nothing new; for 
in November the Conservative majority 
once fell to sixteen, and on recent occa- 
sions the figures have been much below 
the normal. One of the - ns why Con- 
servative members grant themselves leave 
without permission is the size of the 
Government majority ; but when a number 
take themselves off without authority the 
majority is habl: to disappear. It was 
thought to-day that, as a result of the 
Prime Minister's interven‘ion there will 
be no need for further complaint during 
the remainder of this Parliament. 


The Womens Vote. 


A great organised attempt to capture 
the new women yoters is te be made by 
the Conservative Party in the week start- 
ing February 18th, when seven thousand 
speakers are to address five thousand 
meetings of the new voters between Monday 
and the Saturday. On this occasion as 
many members as can be spared from the 
House of Commons will be given leave, 
and many of them are to be accompanied 
by their wives, who now i.re expected to 
take a practical part in the political 
struggle, because it is thought that women 
can influence the women’s vote.

APPEAL TO THE MEN. 

Mr. Watters added that he believed

He felt that when Mr. McGilligan 
understood—as he was bound to in the 
course of the negotiations which would be 
continued—al] that was involved in the 
dispute, a change must appear.

S. E. Kewley, a London expert, who had 
devoted many years to electro-medical 
research work. : 
SUNLIGHT. 
“ As a matter of fact,’’ he said, “I 
have never heard of ‘ luminous rays” or 
seen the expression in any ray-therapy 
book. The conclusion that I have come 
to, however, is that the King’s medical 
advisers have now stopped giving their 
patient concentrated ultra-violet rays, and 
will now give him a treatment from a 
carbon arc, the rays from which combine. 
light ultra-violet rays, which areinvisible, 
and infra-red, or heat rays, which are also 
invisible. The combination of these three’ 
gives us approximately sunlight. 
“The carbon arc is the only form of 
apparatus which can produce, and does 
produce, these rays in such a combina- 
tion that they very closely ——* to 
natural sunlight. This, imagine, is 
what the King will be given.”

RESCUE.

BRITISH TRAWLER’S AID 
FOR GERMAN SAILORS. 


The rescue by a British trawler and a 
Russian gunboat of eleven German fishermen 
who had been wrecked on the bleak Mur- 
mansk coast was described to a Press Asso- 
ciation reporter by Skipper Hann, of the 
Hull trawler Rudyard Kipling, which docked 
at Hull yesterday. He said that on the 
night of January. 15 his attention was 
attracted by a rocket, and when daylight 
came the German trawler John Thode,’ of 
Altona, Hamburg, was seen to be aground 
near an island. | 

A small boat from the Rudyard Kipling, 
manned by four men, made an effort to reach 
the German ship, but in a heavy swell the 
danger was too great, and Skipper Hann, re- 
calling the boat, directed the men to proceed 
to a village some distance away and obtain 
a flat-bottomed boat. 
Three men landed on the island, and, 
carrying flares, cbtained the assistance of 
Russians. The temperature was below zero. 
The trawlermen eventually. found a party of 
German fishermen, who had got ashore with 
life lines. A flat-bottomed boat was ob- 
tained, and the German skipper and three men 
were placed on the Hull trawler. 

As they were ieaving, a cry for help was 
heard from the mainland, and three more 
men in an exhausted state were discerned. 
They, too, were rescued. They stated that a 
fourth man had died from exposure. 

_A Russian gunboat picked up the other 
five men, and eventually took care of the 
whole crew and landed them at Murmansk.

ARCHBISHOP MACRORY’S 
SPEECH AT OPENING. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Monday. 

The Most Rev. Dr. MacRory, Archbisho; 
of Armagh and Primate of All-Ireland, 
opened this gy Gaelic bazaar in the 
St. Mary’s Hall, Belfast, to raise funds 
for a new Gaelic College now under con- 
struction in Belfast. 

The Archbishop had a very cordial re- 
ception, and in declaring the bazaar open 
he said that there was no place in the 
world where such. a welcome would give 
him more pleasure. Fellowship in trials 
and sufferings made fast friends, and they 
and he went through the mill together. 
He could not, therefore, ever be indifferent 
‘to their joys and sorrows and sufferings. 
He was exceedingly sympathetic with them 
in Belfast in their sufferings in the 
influenza epidemic, which, he hoped: and 
believed, was now disappearing; he was 
sympathetic with them nn all their suffer- 
ings from unemployment and poverty. 

Proceeding, his lordship said that a 
friend had written to him to say that 
there was some misunderstanding in regard 
to a = he made last October in 
Drogheda. He seemed to think, from 
what he (Dr. MacRory) said on that. occa- 
sion that he cared no more for their 
sorrows now that he had left Belfast. 
There was not a shadow of excuse for such 
a view. 

On the occasion referred to he congratu- 
lated Drogheda upon the efforts it was 
making to lessen unemployment in the 
district. He then said that unemployment 
was pretty general, and that it was very 
general in the part of the country where 
he had been living for a good while—he 
was referring to Belfast—and he then 
added (and this was the point to which 
hé wished to eall attention): “I do not 
know what the published statistics may 
prove, and I do not care; but I do know 
that there is more distress in Belfast at 
present than at any time since I came to 


know it.” He based his view upon his 
own contact with the poor, and reports he 
had from the priésts before leaving Belfast. 


When he said he did not care, he did 
not mean that he did not care for the 
sufferings or poverty they had to endure. 
but that he did not care what published 
Statistics said. 


PRIEST AND GAELIC. 
He congratulated the Gaels of Belfast 
on that great organisation. The Gaelic 
movement deserved success. He knew 
there were some good people, even outside 
Ulster, who thought that the movement 
was unwise. He read a report recently of 
a statement made by an Irish-American 
priest who thought it well, before return- 
ing to the United States, to give his views 
as to the present policy regarding Irish 
in the Free State. He spoke very 
strongly; he said that Irish was of no 
commercial value in the United States, 
and hence it ought not to be pressed upon 
children in Ireland. He (Dr. MacRory) 
thought that reverend gentleman did not 
look all round the question, 
If trish was of á có and of more than 
commercial value, for the great majority 
of the children who remained at home in 
Ireland; if it was calculated to make 
them better citizens, more patriotic 
citizens, and more loyal to the State in 
which they lived, then he thought, even 
if it had no commercial] value in America, 
the Free State was justified in pressing it. 
But “was it a fact that it had no ‘com- 
niercial value? At any rate, the bi- 
lingual teaching going on in the Free 
State would have a commercial value.

I am told that Mr. Lester's allocation 
to the Geneva post is a temporary arrane- 
i ment, and that within five or six months 
time he will be succeeded: permanently by 
Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, the present 
Minister of Defence. 

The Army re-organisation schemes, on 
which the Minister is at work at present, 
would make it inconvenient, if not in- 
possible, for him to proceed to Geneva at 
once,-but it is believed that by the end of 
another six or eight months his present 
task would have advanced sufficiently to 
enable a transfer of Army administration 
to be-made without undue difficulty.

Srr,—In these days it is fashionable to 
organise in all branches of life—religious. 
social, business or sport. Birds of a feather 
flock together; men with similar tastes meet 
to discuss and promote the welfare of the 
things which afford them the eatest 
pleasure or profit. In Dublin and the Free 
State in asal there 1s, however, one excep- 
tion to this rule; [ refer to the followers of 
the gentle art of angling, the contemplative 
man's recreation. The dshing rod has many 
devotees in Dublin—as many in proportion to 
the population as most cities; yet, being un: 
organised, their voice is seldom heard. In 
fact, they do not count at all in the s 
world. Why should this be? et us 
Waltonians come together and consider how 
we can best benefit our favourite sport. 
In England angling clabs count their 
members in thousands. In Belfast anglers 
are organised almost to the last man—some 
in associations with a high annual subscrip- 
tion, but the majority in clubs with a small 
membership fee, about 2s. 6d. r year. 
Every branch of the art is catered for, and 
whether the angler likes to pursue salmon. 
trout, sea fish or pike, he van soon find a 
body of kindred spirits. The various clubs 
are joined together in a federation which 
looks ‘after the welfare of the sport and 
wields a large amount of influence in high 
circles. Club outings and competitions occur 
frequently ; meetings take place once a month 
at which addresses are given and interesting 
discussions are held. One of these meetings 
is often worth more than the modest member- 
ship fee, especially during the long winter 
months. Other benefits which anglers derive 
from organisation are reduced rates for 
travelling and the free use of books on 
angling. 
ublin anglers are a numerous body and 
second to none for enthusiasm and skill, 
especially with the trout rod. Why do they 
not come together, learn to know one 
another, and work in unison for the welfare 
of their favourite pastime? All that is neces- 
sarv, I am convinced, is a leader. Will any 
Gabriel of the rod arise and sound the 
trumpet to call the anglers together !— Yours, 
" “ Rrversipe RAMBLER.”’
